Folks on both sides of this whole audio hobby thingie believe what they want 
to believe. So much B.S., so little time. 

But seriously folks; Michael Dayton-Wright marketed a successful larg-ish 
wide-range electrostatic loudspeaker in the late '70s/early '80s, fondly 
remembered as the "Gas Bags". They used a sealed-in insulating gas 

medium of sulphur hexaflouride, to allow greater efficiency thru closer 
electrode spacing. I remember them sounding astonishingly life-like. An 
Atlanta owner of acquaintance used to inhale it before speaking at his house 
parties. Has an effect opposite helium, sort of a ‘voice-of-God' thing, makes 
you drop your drink! 

I think Cerwin-Vega experimented with sealing SF6 into some of their speaker 
cabinets to acoustically adjust their bass response.

Gotta nit-pick that one. Grid rectification would actually increase the 
amount of average negative bias. The problem that destroys the tubes is 
when the grids are heavily overdriven the grids become emissive, like 
cathodes, because of cathode material being deposited on the grid wires. 
Oxide/salt coated cathodes cannot take that kind of abuse. When the grid 
becomes an electron emitter the resultant grid current produces a positive 
voltage, cancelling the negative grid bias with respect to the cathode. 
The tubes eventually go into runaway, as the effect becomes self 
multiplying. Once the cathodes are ruined you get all the distortion you 
could possibly want!!! Or, worse, the tubes become highly gassified and 
the output transformer, filter choke, rectifier and power transformer get 
overstressed. Hopefully the power supply fuse would give protection by

Quite frankly, if had a pot full of 6BQ5's, which I don't, I 
wouldn't let one be stuck in an amp that burned them out in only hours: 
they should last over TEN YEARS, at the very least! As has been suggested, 
there is something very wrong, either with the amp, or the way it's being 
used. 

The 6BQ5, which appears in some modulators, is also useful for 
small CB linears ... at least they can be tuned to 10 meters, which is far 
more on-topic ... not that I have that much against guitar playin', as I 
used to do so myself, until I realized it was a lot of work for very little 
money ... an I live acrost the ribber from Muscle(sp) Shoals, Alabama! 

(Historical footnote: Muscle (sp) Shoals is really MUSSEL Shoals,

So aie I have always replaced the leaky waxed paper caps in vintage 
radios with 

> polyester caps thinking that they will last forever. But is this true? 
Has 

> any estimate been made of their lifetime? 


Does anyhing last forever? The earliest plastic film caps I've encountered 
were made in the 60's and recently I checked a Fisher 500C receiver, made 
in the late 60's, which 

was one of Fisher's first receivers to use the newer film caps, imported 
from Germany. The receiver had been installed in a cabinet where there was 
ample evidence of excessive heat buildup as the IF can internal structures 
were badly distorted by the heat. The film caps showed no evidence of 
leakage. Beings the film is a relatively pure substance, free from 
internal degradation, I believe only extreme heat would lead to 
destruction. They would essentially have to melt and then short out as 
opposing plates come in contact with each other or the melted plastic 
shorted through from electrostatic stress and physical distortion. I think 
your leakage worries are over for the next millenium or two.
